FIG. 1 is a block diagram of an intelligent service network (ISN) environment 102 
/ according to one embodiment of the present invention. The switch controllers 112 within the 
ISNs 108 provide access for a call initiated via PSTN 106 to ISN components 1 16a, 1 16b, ...
